For
mer Senator Julius Caesar Burrows of
JUchlgan died suddenly at his home
here todav. He was apparently In the
beat of health when he retired last night
and was planning a trip to California,
where he expected to spend the winter.

Senator Burrows first appeared on the
national carpet In 173 as a member of
the House Ho served In the lower
house until Mi, "hen he was chosen to
represent his Stite In the United Stales
Senate to fill out tho unexpired term of
Francis H. rUmkbrldge He was re-

elected In 1Si. and again In 1905, com-

pleting nearly thirty years of continuous
public service In 1911. when he 'eft tho
Senate and returned to private life In
his natlie Htate.

Senator Burrows was burn in North-
east, llrle county. Pa.. In 1J3T. He served
as an officer In the Union army from
1IXS2 to 19l, and after the civil war en-

tered on the practice of law at Kala-
mazoo. He was prosecuting attorney
foi Kalamazoo county from IMS to 1R!T.

He. later was delegate-at-larg- e to the
Iteliubllcan national tonvrntlon at Chi-
cago In 1MI.

On Local Market.
'Tlleflsh have been on the local

market for several days, but the de-

mand for them Is not strong aa yet,"
said Charles II. Javlns, onn of the larg-
est fish dealers of Washington. "Per
haps It Is because few people know
what they are or that they can be pur
chased In this city. Wo get them direct
from New York city, where they are
being marketed In great quantities."

The first tllensh toTje caught, eo far
as Is known wns taken off 1ing Island
In IMS and In a few jears had be.
come well established nf a food fish.
In I some epidemli , probably due
to a change in ocean currents, caused
them to die by the millions and for
a time they seemed to be as extinct
as the dodo bird.

Have Reappeared.
In recent years, however, they have

appesred again off Ihe continental
shelf, which Is skirled by the Gulf
Btream and are now easily caught by
the boat load.

The Burrs u of Fisheries, recognizing
their value as a moderate priced food,
haa advertised tham widely and is
largely responsible for the present de
mand for them. The steaks, bring
from 1J to IS cents a pound on the
local market. The fish has been served
at the National Press Club, at private
dinners given at a number of private
homes, and at the Wlllard Hotel.
